Eddie Duffy Accuses Muncie Author­ 


ities, Asserting he Was Offered 


$500 To Slay George Dale 


PREFERS INDIANA PO LIS JAIL 


Muncie, Ind., Nov. 19—(U.R)— Sub­ 
stantiation 
of charges 
that 
two 
members of the Muncie police de­ 
partment. conspired 
to kill George 
Dale, editor of the 
Munice 
Post- 
Democrat, and John Cox, a report­ 
er, was sought by officials here to­ 
day. 


The charges were made by Eddie 
Duffy in a federal ¡court room at In ­ 
dianapolis. Duffy said tin* two offi­ 
cers offered him $500 if he would 
kill Dale and Cox. 
Arrested on 
a prohibition 
law 
charge, Duffy suddenly told his story 
and was held under 
$5,000 
bond. 
Names of the officers were withheld, 
lie made no effort to obtain his re­ 
lease, saying In* preferred an India­ 
napolis jail “ to those vultures” in 
Muncie. 


Dale became the center of a na- 
tion'wide controversy as a result of 
a vice-crusade here, which brought 
him a jail sentence for contempt of 
court. 


Circuit judge Clarence W. Dearth 
sentenced Dale to* 90 days in jail as 
a result of the latter’s attacks. 
Dearth was later tried before the 
Indiana legislature on Dale’s corrupt 
charges, and the house voted against 
him by 
an overwhelming majority 
but the senate did not concur in the 
impeachment. 


Dale took his ease to the United 
States supreme court but that body 
held that the truth of his 
charges 
was no defense in contempt action. 
Tie was paroled after he had served 
one dav of his sentence.

\\ orld W ar by failing to make appli­ 
cation, for adjusted 
compensation 
that is due them for service and of 
this number 15,000 are Indiana boys 
who served in the World War. 
The last date in which application 
for 
adjusted 
compensation 
for 
World W ar service may be made is 
January 1st. The adjusted compen­ 
sation is a certificate 
falling due 
twenty years after the date of 
is­ 
suance. 
It is based on the length of ser­ 
vice and the average face value is 
$1,000.00. 
\ eterans 
may 
borrow 


011 the compensation certificate 
at 
any time after it lias been in 
their 
hands 2 years. It is pointed out that 
each day the veteran postpones ap­ 
plying for the certificate advances 
tin* date that it will fall due 
and 
cut® down the interest on the prin­ 
cipal that might be his if the cer­ 
tificate came due earlier. 
Veterans 
now financially 
independent 
may 
later suffer reverses and need 
the 
adjusted compensation payment. 
In 
case of death the certificate becomes 
immediately payable to the benefic­ 
iary. 
The benefits of the adjusted com­ 
pensation legislation, obtained from 
Congress largely through the efforts 
of the Legion, will be lost to a great 
many Indiana veterans through care­ 
lessness unless they apply at once. 
Commander McNutt said in appeal­ 
ing to the press, Legion officials and 
welfare organizations to help 
line 
up those who have not made appli­ 
cation. Blanks for the adjusted com­ 
pensation may he obtained from the

New Floor System and Floor Sur­ 


face Planned for Bridge About a 


Mile West of Julietta

Possibility of U. S. Route 52 not 
being clear of detours between here 
and Indianapolis after the opening 
of new pavement west of 
M orris­ 
town, scheduled for Friday, Nov. 25, 
was seen here today with receipt of 
news that a new floor system 
and 
floor surface was being or soon would 
he installed in a bridge about 
one 
mile west of 
Julietta 
in 
Marion 
county. 
This improvement will necessitate 
tin* dosing of traffic between Julietta 
and the bridge for at 
least 
ten 
days. rJ hose who have been anxious 
to see the new paved road 
opened 
all the way from here to Indianapo­ 
lis were disappointed because of the 
likelihood that when the 
pavement 
was ready for use, there would / he 
another detour to delay traffic. 
People driving to Indianapolis ov­ 
er 52 have noticed 
state 
highway 
maintenance forces working on 
tin* 
reinforced concrete bridge a t Beaver 
Meadow. They are endeavoring to re­ 
move the sag in the bridge, 
which 
requires a considerable* amount 
of 
grinding of tin* floor slab at the ends 
of the bridge, and it may be found 
necessary to add some 
bituminous 
surfacing near the middle of 
the 
structure where the sag is most pro­ 
nounced. The sag was caused, 
ac­ 
cording t<» state highway officials, 
by a slight settlement of the false 
work beneath the floor slab at the 
time tin* concrete was poured. While 
it mars somewhat the appearance of 
the bridge and the riding qualities 
of the road, the structure 
is 
not 
weakened and tin* state highway of­ 
ficials do not feel that they would 
be justified in requiring tin* 
con­ 
t r a c t o r to replace tin* floor system:

Indiana legislature on Dale's corrupt 
charges, and the house voted against 
him by, an overwhelming majority 
but the senate did not concur in the 
impeachment. 


Dale took his case to the United 


States supreme court but that body 
held that the truth of his charges 
was no defense in contempt action. 
He was paroled after .be*' had served 
one day of his sentence.

More than 15,000 Hoosier ex-ser- 


vice men are throwing away the 
award for service rendered in -the 
World War by failing to make appli- 
cation, for adjusted compensation 
that is due them for service and of 
this number 15,000 are Indiana boys 
who served in the World War. 


The last date in which application 


for 
adjusted 
compensation for 


World War service may be made is 
January 1st. The adjusted compen- 
sation is a certificate 
falling due 


twenty years after the date of is- 
suance. 


It is based on the length of ser- 


vice and the average face value is 
$1,000.00. 
Veterans may borrow 


on the compensation certificate at 
any time after it has been in their 
hands 2 years. It is pointed out that 
each day the veteran postpones ap- 
plying for the certificate advances 
the date 'that it will fall due and 
cuts down the interest on the prin- 
cipal that might be his if the cer- 
tificate came due earlier. Veterans 


w financially independent 
may 


later suffer reverses and need the 
adjusted compensation payment.

Possibility of U. S. Route 52 not 


being clear of detours between here 
and Indianapolis after the' opening 
of new pavement west of 
Morris- 


town, scheduled for Friday, Nov. 25, 
was seen here today with receipt of 
news that a new floor system and 
Boor surface was being or soon would 
be installed hi a bridge about one 
mile west of Julietta in Marion 
county. 


This improvement will necessitate 


the closing of traffic between Julietta 
and the bridge for at least ten 
days. Those who have been anxious 
to see the new paved road opened 
all the way from here to' Indianapo- 
lis were disappointed because of the 
likelihood that when the pavement 
was ready for use, there would / be 
another detour to delay traffic. 


People driving to Indianapolis ov- 
52 have noticed state highway 


maintenance forces working on the 
reinforced concrete bridge at Beaver 
Meadow. They are endeavoring to re- 
move the sag in the bridge, which 
requires a considerable* amount of 
grinding of the floor slab at the ends 
of the bridge,, and it may be found 
necessary to add some bituminous 
surfacing near the middle of the 
structure where the sag is most pro- 
nounced. The sag' was caused, ac- 
cording to state highway officials, 
by a slight, settlement of the false 
work beneath the floor slab at the 
time the^concrete was poured. While 
it mars somewhat the" appearance of 
the bridge and the riding qualities 
of the road, the structure is
